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MUNICIPAL GAS GETS BIG BOOST 

Business Men Get Behind Movement to Build Gas Plant 
Board of Trade Members Endorse Proposed 
$30,000 Bond Issue. 


WIRELESS FOR MT. WILSON 

Communication with Opposite Shore 
of Pacific to be Sought. 


Municipal gas arid how to get it was 
the subject under discussion at the 
special meeting of the Board of Trade 
Monday evt nig. About forty repre¬ 
sentative business men were present 
to hear the proposition submitted and 
to take part in the discussion. As a 
result the movement was given a big 
boost, resolutions warmly endorsing 
the project were adopted enthusiasti¬ 
cally and a campaign committee was 
appointed to take e.iarge of the fight 
for the projected improvement. 

While no date has been set for the 
election it is expected that the time 
will be agreed upon at the next regular 
meeting of the city trustees. The 
ordinance of intention was adopted at 
the adjourned meeting held last Satur¬ 
day evening and will be found else¬ 
where in this issue. 

At Monday evenig’s meeting N. H. 
Hosmer, chairman of the Board of 
Trade Gas committee, gave a full re¬ 
port of the investigations of (he com¬ 
mittee. The work has been most pains¬ 
taking and investigations have been 
made into every phase of the gas busl- j 
ness in numerous cities of Southern 
California. Mr. Hosmer told of the 
vain effort to secure enough local cap¬ 
ital to build a gas plant. This leaves 
two possible methods of -procededure, 
namely, for the city to issue $30,000 
bonds and own the plant, or to allow 
the business to ho monopolized by a 
plant with alien ownership. 

The committee had found, said Mr. 
Hosmer, that the best available gas 
engineers were confident that this city 
could never lose a dollar through own¬ 
ership of a gas plant. A good gas plant i 
is a paying proposition. Gan can be 
made and delivered to the consumers at i 
05 cents a thousand, feet and even 
with dollar gas a good profit would be 
netted the city. 

Conservative estimates set the num- < 
her of residents anxious for gas at the i 
present time at 250 with an increase i 
of about 100 per year or, the basis of t 
recent growth. i 

Convincing answers were given to \ 
the many questions propounded regard¬ 
ing the cost of oil, operation, sinking t 
fund, interest, insurance and a multi- 8 
tude of other questions arising in the i 
minds of those present. That the com- r 
mittee had been most thorough in its e 
work was plainly evident and most of 
those present would willingly abide by C 
the deductions reached. ' i: 

City Recorded Madden submitted f 
figures showing the eeffct of the bond 
Issue on city taxation. According to t 
the figures of the committee the gas I 
plant after the first year will be en- o 
tirely self supporting, paying interest a 
and installments on ’principal as they o 
come due, and leave an income for the a 


s city besides. During the first year, 
e said Mr. Madden, the burden to tax 
e pay< rs on account of the gas plant, 
- would not be more than 10 cents on 
t each $100 valuation. 

1 Mr. Hosmer then submitted resolu- 
1 lions embodying the opinion of the 
’ committee, which later were adopted 
* without a dissenting vote. 

Mr. A. S. Mead stated that the com- 

3 

mittee of which he was chairman had 
met with gratifying success in secur¬ 
ing signatures of those who would use 
gas, regardless of whether the plant 
were municipally or privately owned. 
About 85 per cent of those approached, 

? who had been taken at random, sig- j 
■ nified their desire for gas. 

Secretary M. H. Bridle then spoke 
upon the project as a straight business 
proposition, showing that the city was 
merely asked to guarantee the bonds, 
there being no likelihood that the citi¬ 
zens would ever be taxed on account 
of them except for the first year’s in¬ 
terest. After that time the gas plant 
would put u revenue into the city 
lieasury which could be used to pay 
interest on any possible future water 
bonds or to lower the general taxation. 

It was pointed out hy Mr. Bridle that 
a good revenue producing plant would 
redound to the city’s financial stand¬ 
ing and be an advertisement for Sierra 
Madre that would not fail to attract 
home builders. He stated positively 
that at least one private combination 
of capital stands ready to install a gas 
plant and take the profits out of the 
city. The present action of the city 
trustees is the only thing in their way 
at present. 

Following Mr. Bridle’s remarks the 
resolutions submitted by Mr. Hosmer 
were adopted. The resolutions follow: ,

To the already important scientific 
equipment on Mt. Wilson may be ad¬ 
ded something entirely different but 
perhaps even more spectacular in re¬ 
sults than the observatories. The 
United Wireless Telegraph Company 
is said to be planning a wireless sta¬ 
tion on the peak in an endeavor to 
establish communication across the 
Pacific.

That the new five-foot reflecting 
telescope on Mt. Wilson will be ready 
to use by the first of next week was 
announced by Prof. George E. Hale 
in a recent lecture at Throop Insti¬ 
tute. He predicted that owing to the 
■vastly more powerful reflector then 
first brought into use a number of im¬ 
portant discoveries may be expected, 
particularly in the photographing of 
the sun’s surface and the various curi¬ 
ous nebulae. 

Dr. Hile also announced that next 
summer it is proposed to construct on 
Mt. Wilson a steel tower 150 feet high, 
above a well 75 feet deep, with which 
to use the spectroscope, and which will 
supplant the small tower now in use 
there.

C. S Kersting. C J. Pegler, J. A. Mad¬ 
den, C. F. Gray, of whom any three 
shall constitute a quorum to trans¬ 
act business.

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follow's:
